National security strategy incorporates his America First’ doctrine

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump placed 
himself at the center of anew 
national security strategy 
Monday, casting his election 
as a pivot from failed policies 
pushed by his predecessors 
and presenting his “America 
First” doctrine as the orga- 
nizing principle for U.S. en- 


gagement around the world. 

In a year-end, cam- 
paign-style speech, the 
president emphasized his 
view that the United States 
has been cheated and taken 
advantage of abroad while 
its citizens were ill-served at 
home — a situation he said 
his security plan would seek 
to reverse. 

“For many years, our citi- 
zens watched as Washington 


politicians presided over 
one disappointment after 
another; too many of our 
leaders — so many — who 
forgot whose voices they 
were to respect, and whose 
interest they were supposed 
to defend,” Trump said at 
the Ronald Reagan Build- 
ing and International Trade 
Center, before an audience

Derailment spills onto I-5 


Three dead, more than 100 injured on new Amtrak route

DUPONT, Wash. — An 
Amtrak train making the 
first-ever run along a faster 
new route hurtled off an 
overpass south of Seattle on 
Monday and spilled some 
of its cars onto the highway 
below, killing at least three 
people, injuring more than 
100 and crushing two vehi- 
cles, authorities said. 

Attention quickly turned 
to the train’s speed. A web- 
site that maps location 
and speed using data from 
Amtrak’s train tracker app 
showed the train was going 
81.1 mph about a quarter of 
a mile from the point where 
it derailed, where the speed 
limit is significantly lower. 


Seventy-seven passengers 
and seven crew members 
were aboard when the train 
derailed and pulled 13 cars 
off the tracks. Authorities 
said there were three con- 
firmed deaths and more than 
a dozen people with critical 
or serious injuries. 

About two hours after the 
accident, a U.S. official who 
with others was briefed on 
the investigation said he was 
told at least six people were 
killed. No additional brief- 
ings were provided by late af- 
ternoon, and the official said 
he had no new information 
to explain the discrepancy in 
the numbers.

Boyd Gaming 
to gain four U.S. 
properties in deal

Casino operator Penn 
National Gaming Inc. said 
Monday it would buy smaller 
rival Pinnacle Entertainment 
Inc. in a cash-and-stock deal 
valued at about $2.8 billion, 
creating the dominant U.S.

erties. 

As part of the largest U.S. 
gaming deal since 2013, 
Penn will let Boyd Gaming 
Corp. buy four Pinnacle 
properties in Missouri, 
Indiana and Ohio for $575 
million. 

Penn will operate 41 
casinos in 20 jurisdictions 
upon completion of the deal, 
including the Tropicana on 
the Strip and the M Resort 
in Henderson. Penn’s 38 
U.S. regional properties will 
nearly double the 24 Caesars 
Entertainment Corp. will 
own when it completes its 
recently announced Indiana 
acquisition. 

The Pennsylvania-based 
company will have annual 
revenue of about $5 billion, 
making it the third-largest 
domestic casino operator 
after MGM Resorts Interna- 
tional and Caesars, accord- 
ing to SunTrust brokerage.
